1f
feot. the said overseer shall neglect or refuse to mark and
deliver to the town clerk such tax list as aforesaid, the
supervisors, or a majority of them, shall, upon the ap-
plication of the town clerk, issue a warrant, under their
hands, to any constable of the town, commanding him
forthwith to{ring such overseer before them, to show
cause why such tax list has not been returned as the
law] requires. The constable’s fees for such service

shall be paid bylsuch delinquent overseer.”

from and after its passage and publication.
